: GREEK FIRE. 

At what period the ancient Greek fire was 
invonted haa never been certainly determined, 
There aro many writers . who, 
invention in. a far: antiquity. Historical 
details havo'been adduced pointing to. the 
period of tho eutlier wars: betwoen ‘the 
Grocks and Romans ae the true ‘era of ‘the 
discovery, But wodo not find any certain 
evidence af the usoof Greek fre until tho, 
sieges of Constantinople, in the seventh and 
eighth ceaturigs, ‘though a Futher af the 
Christian Church, writing in the fifth con- 
tury, pave receipts for making a combustible 


substance of similar qualities from the com. | 


pounds resin, sulphur, pith, pigeons dune, 
turpentine, and the juice of the herb * ull- 
eal.” Itisrelatedthat tho trae Greek tire was 
invented by a certain Caflinicua, an architect 
of Heliopolis, in Syria‘ (Baslhes) in 678. 
The secret of the composition of this artifi- 
cial Aame, and the iirt of directing its ation, 
wero imported by Callinious—who . had 
deserted from the Oaliph—to the Tiperor 
‘of Constantinople, From this period until 
the year 1291 thy use of Greek fire was an 
important element in the military power of 
the Byzantine empire, /The progress of the 
Suracens was, more thin once, decisively 
checked by the destructive action of this 
powerful and terrible fame, .‘Phe important 
art of compounding tho fire * wag presorved 
at Constantinople,” says Gibbon, “as the 
pulladium. of ‘the: Stato; the galleys’ and 
artillery might occasionally be lent to the 
“allies‘ot Rome; but the composition of the 
Greek fire was concealed ‘with the most 
ztalous seruple, and the terror uf the euemy 
wae increased and prolonged by choir igna.. 
rance and surprise.” The accounts which
